AUSTRALIAN. ITEMS. 

We cull several items of interest from the Australian Israelite which we place 
before ourreaders, There is a chance that an amalgamation willtake place between 
the Macquarie Street Synagogue, Sydney, and to which we refer elsewhere, 
with the Chief Synagogue in York Street, over which the Rev. A. B. Davis is 
president. The first Jewish J/inyan has been held in Grafton, New South Wales, 
when a little boy was initiated into the Abrahamic Covenant, the Rev. A. A, 
Levy was the officiating Vohel. This rev. gentleman is second reader of the* 
York Street Synagogue, Sydney, Mr. Cohen of Ullmarra is a Justice 
of the Peace in that district and was the Mayor of the Municipality for the first 
two years of its formation. The /sraelite contains the report of the Rev. A. F. 
Ornstein’s valedictory address to-the members of the Jewish Literary Society at 
Melbourne ; and it also contains an extract from the kind biographical notices 
published in the London Sun of the Editors of English Jewish journals. The 
meeting of the Council of the Victorian Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
was held in the Vestry-room of the Bourke Street’ Synagogue, Melbourne, and 
‘was a great success ; and the London Letter contained in the issue of the 20th 
November is specially interesting. The election for Mayor of Adelaide (South 
Australia) took place during December last. One of the candidates was Mr. J+ 
M. Solomon. . A few days before the eléction the Protestant Association of the 
town issued the following notice : “ At a meeting of the Protestant Association, 
held at Queen’s Chambers on Friday evening, November 27, it was resolved thit 
members of the Protestant Association be requested not to vote for Mr. J. M. 
Solomon as Mayor.” Mr. Solomon was not elected.

At a meeting of the Society for the Promotion of the Study of Hebrew Litera” 
ture held at the residence of the President, Sir Benjamin Phillips, Portman Square, 
present: Sir Benjamin Phillips in the Chair; Dr, Davidson, Dr. Benisch, 
Rev. Professor Marks, Rev. A. L. Green, Rev. Dr. H. Adler, Dr. Asher, Rev. A.

Mr. M. Bertyn, Secretary, read the illuminated address, which has been 
handsomely prepared, and which expresses the esteem and affection in which 
the reverend gentleman is held by the congregation, his long and fruitful ser- 
vices, and the wishes of the congregation for his future happiness. 

A neatly executed salver and a purse of two hundred sovereigns, together 
with the illuminated address, were then presented to the Rev. Mr. Chapman, “ as 


a mark of the high esteem and affection entertained for him by the members of 


the community.” | 

In making the presentation, Mr. A. DAnzicer, Chairman of the Testimonial 
Committee, said that as a member of the Congregation for thirty years, he could 
testify that Mr. Chapman was appreciated by the whole community. There 
was not so much as a whisper derogatory to their n inister’s high character.

PUBLIC MEETING AT THE EAST END. 


On Sunday last an enthusiastic and densely crowded public meeting was 
held at the Jews’ Infant School, Spitalfields, under the auspices of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, to arouse the interest—moral and pecuniary—of the Jews of 
the East of London in the objects of the Association. Long before the time for 
the opening of the meeting had arrived, one of the large schoolrooms was more than 
filled by an assemblage composed for the most part of the working classes, who 
in no way deterred by the roughness of the weather, had gathered in their 
hundreds to show their sympathy with the cause with which the Anglo-Jewish 
Association had been identified. Some disappointment was felt at the absence 
from unavoidable causes, of several gentlemen intimately connected with the 
Association, Among the absentees were Baron Henry de Worms, its President, Mr. 
Serjeant Simon, M.P., Sir Benjamin 8. Phillips and Sir David L. Salomons, Bart. 
A worthy substitute for Baron de Worms was found in Mr. F. D. Mocarta, who 
occupied the chair. 


Mr. F. D. Mocatra, the Chairman, said that he was very sorry 

that the President of the Association, Baron Henry de Worms, was not at 
that moment in England and was therefore unable to take the seat which he (the 
Chairman) now occupied. Serjeant Simon, M.P., Sir Benjamin Phillips and Sir 
David Salomons were suffering from colds and were therefore also unable to be 
present, A great many other gentlemen who were deeply interested in the 
objects of the Association were unavoidably absent. He trusted that the objects, 
claims and working of the Association were already weil-known to most Jews-in 
the metropolis,as they were in fact known to the Jews in every part of the civilized 
world. The Chairman continued: It will be well-known to you that some 
fifteen or sixteen years ago the Alliance Israelite Universelle was formed in 
Paris, a society which has worked well and gloriously in France and which has 
attracted the sympathy of other nations as well as that of all Jews throughout 
the world. But the work was considered incomplete so long as other large 
nations in which many Jews resided had not a kindred institution. Certainly 
amongst ourselves here we had a valuable institution, viz., the Board of 
Deputies; with that energetic, philanthropic man, Sir Moses Montefiore (cheers) 
at its head, who was ever ready to go into whatever region his duty called him 
to support the claims of his oppressed brethren ; still we had no real association 
to attend to the wants and claims of our brethren in other lands. A number of 
gentlemen, therefore, thought four or tive years ago it would be a good work to 
assist in carrying out the objects which formed the raison d'etre of the Israelitish 
Alliance, and they constituted an association under the presidency of one who, 
at that time, was a dear friend to us all—honoured no less for his virtues than 
for the purity of his feelings to his brethren, the late Mr. Jacob Waley, who not 
only took upon himself many professional duties in connection with 
our own community, but also the additional heavy charge of teing the first 
president of the Anglo-Jewish Association. (Cheers.) As may readily be 
supposed the institution throve and prospered, and having now obtained Baron 
Henry de Worms as its President, it is doing as good work as could possibly 
be expected considering the few years of its existence. No doubt many of you. 
present know from personal experience the difference in the lot of Jews in a 
eivilized country like England and these who live in such countries as Russia, 
Persia and Morocco. The Jewish population of the Russian Empire exists at 
the present moment under a great state of depression, in spite of a policy, whieh 
though far from liberal, is still mmch in advance of the policy of former 
generations, The object of this movement is to enable the Jews in whatever 
country they may be, through the means of their own working and strenuous 
exertions, to raise themselves in the eyes of their fellow-citizens and obtain that 
respect and freedom which all men in a civilized country should possess. Since 
this Association has been established it has spread its branches in the colonies : 
and in the principal capitals of Europe there are similar associations in some 
form or other, Gross oppression of the Jews still exists in Russia and some other 
countries which are to some extent dependent upon Russia. The people of those 
countries are themselves crushed down to the-lowest ebb’ and are unable to cope 
with the tyranny which meets them on every hand. The Jews in these countries 
have to serve in the army, but no promotion is given them: and although 
i to be open to them they are not granted. There are 

many other countries which are less civilized and which are on the confines of 
Europe where the condition of the Jews is very lamentable: I will not say 
that the Jews themselves are entirely free from blame in this matter. | 
speak excessively tenderly on this point because I am sure a people who 
suffer from great oppression must naturally fall and become more or less 
degraded ; but I am afraid the Jews do not do their best to render themselves 
agreeable to the people of those countries, Their dress in Central Russia and in 
Poland is a source of derision and their language is a sort of jargon. This 
is much to be regretted, since it is no part of Judaism to render oneself 


ridiculous by external circumstances. In European countries the Jewish popula- 


tion are as units to millions ; but it is not easy for people who live in Europe to 
realise the state of things which exist where there are more Jews than Christians. 
Perhaps the strongest way in which we can express our sympathy with our 
brethren is by handing over to them the means to that education which is so 
great a boon to ourselves in this country, and to which we are indebted for the 
—s we hold now. Directly upon the readmission of our ancestors into 

ngland a Jewish School was established in this country. close to thie 
spot where we are now standing, and now from Stepney to Bayswater, and 
from Walworth to Dalston, Jewish Schools exist. But the. state 
of education among Jews in all the countries where persecution exists 
is very lamentable. Certainly there are schools for the teaching of 
Hebrew whici are very commendable, but even these are rarely well 
managed, in many cases the Jewish children are not even taught the vernacular 
of the countries which they inhabit. The education was almost wholly confined 
to the boys. The girls should be educated. In many of the countries referred 
to money was not so much needed as teachers, and this Association is working 
with the Alliance Israelite to procure teachers on a plan which has answered 
admirably, This plan .is to take youths from the East of Europe, Asia and 
Africa, educate them in the West of Europe and afterwards send them back to

Mr. H. A. Isaacs moved the first resolution : “ That the meeting having been 
made acquainted with the objects of the Anglo-Jewish Association, expresses its 
full approbation of and its profound sympathy with them.” »He said: No Jews 
would take exception to a resolution which pledged them to aid in promoting the 
moral and intellectual well-being of their brethren in all parts of the world ana 
to assist them to overcome the persecutions to which they are subjected on acconnt 
of their adherence to our ancient faith and to help them to remove laws whic), 
press heavily or arbitrarily upon them. I have not travelled in the Hol y Land 
as some of those behind me have, but I know that one of the distinguishing 
characteristics among the Jews of the Kast is that of clanship and that they wi}!

satisfied till they had added Roumania to the other great victories which they 
have accomplished. (Applause.) 


Mr.. Henry Lumvey seconded the resolution, and it was carried unanimously. 


The Rev. Professor D. W. MArks moved the second resolution : “ That this 
meeting pledges itself to assist those objects by every means in its power, and 
for this purpose promises to give the Anglo-Jewish Association its best support.” 
The Rev. gentleman who was loudly cheered on rising, said: If I were to 
consult my own sense of propriety, I should content myself with merely formally 
moving this resolution. It seems to me that our excellent Chairman took so 
wide a survey of the whole subject, and was so particular in bringing before you 
its salient points, that it is scarcely necessary for me to say anything further. 
Still it-may be, that as the time at his disposal could only enable him to give a 
broad view of the question, I will trespass on your indulgence for a few minutes 
to fillin the details. It is now some thirty years ago since I had a conversation 
with the great friend of the Jews—Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid—whose 
whole life was spent in endeavouring to secure for them civil and 
réligious liberty. It occurred to him that as every other religious com- 
munity had a bond ‘of union, so there should be one among our people. 
The time was not then ripe fer action. Within a few years after his 
death the French established such an union. Ifa bond existed among other 
nations a fortiori, I think there is more need for a bond of union between Jews 
than any other denomination ; for of all people on the face of the earth the Jews 
seem through a long series of years to have been selected as the butt for perse- 
cation; not for any ill conduct on their part, but for what we all esteema 
virtue, and for which history will give them credit—undying faith in the deve- 
tion of martyrs under the most trying circumstances to that ancient religion 
which their fathers received from Moses. (Cheers). Well, the Universal 
{sraelitish Alliance gathered support from every part of France and Germany, 
but strange to say we Englishmen who never lag behind in doing a good action 
hung back as if it were something we did not approve of, and the Unavcrsal 
Israelitish Alliance found. no supporters amongst us at all. But'out of evil 
cometh good. A great war took place between two leading powers—France and 
Germany—France succumbed, and two provinces that had: been linked to France 
fell into the power of the conqueror, and the suppcrt from those two provinces fell 
off. It was then that the Jews of England began to feel the time had come when 
they should stand shoulder to shoulder and show the Alliance that if their losses 
had beenlargetheir gains should be larger (applause), Through the valuable exer- 
tions of the late Professor Waley, with the co operation of Sir Francis Goldsmid. 
Dr. Benisch, the great friend of the cause of the advancement of the Jews, 
(cheers), and others like myself who belong to the dei minores, we raised the 
institution not as a rival, but as a helpmate to the Alliance, and with the full 
concurrence of our brethren in Paris. I am glad to say that the 
Institution has not existed in vain. We have done much ; but not 
as much as remains to be done. It requires much time, much preparation, to 
bring what we have at heart to a successful issue. But if it pleases God that we 
shall not be spared long enough to witness the full results of our Jabours, we 
shall certainly Jeave the world with a feeling of satisfaction upon our minds that 
we have paved the way for those who shall succeed to our places to carry fully 
into effect this great and important work. (l.oud applause). We have a motto 
inscribed on our banner, 713 At DAY Sxniu" b>, and the meaning of it is that 
wherever a Jew exists, whether it be East, West, North" or South, whereso- 
ever he is wronged on account of the faith that he professes, that there shall be 
as it were an electric wire conveying the intelligence to every country in the 
world, and arousing a united moral action to proclaim against the wrongs done 
to men for liberty of conscience. (Applause). That is the one great object we 
have in view, and we have achieved some important successes already. In Persia 
mach has been effected, and for this the greatest honour is due to my excel- 
lent friend and colleague, the Rev. Mr. Lowy. The Persian Government may — 
be said to be in treaty with the Association for the purpose of working with 
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‘He saw that the only way to raise his people was through education. And such 
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us. In Morocco our latest intelligence is of much good. In Yemen there is | 
much evil. We have, however, secured the services of a gentleman connected 
with the Association, who will have the opportunity of making personal inquiries 
into the condition of our brethren. In Russia lies our great difficulty. Our 
Chairman in his desre to be strictly within the limit of correctness, understated 
the number of Jews in Russia and Poland, They amount to nearly four 
millions of persons—as many perhaps as constituted the entire kingdom of 
Judah and Israel in the days of Solomon! Imagine four millions of Jews in a : 
kind of serfdom with searcely liberty of speech and hardly liberty of action! 
But I am glad to say that a mode has been conceived for attempting to remedy | 
this evil. You must clearly understand, however, that itis a mode that shall not 
in any way act against the Government of Russia—God forbid. The first duty 
of an Israelite is to be true to his country, whatever that country is. We intend 
so to act that we may, if possible, make the Russian Government sensible of the 
advantages which would accrue to that Government if they employed the cnergy, 
and I may say, the hereditary intellect of four millions of their subjects, And 
now, what is the great instrument which we propose ? It is Education. (Cheers). 
Good heavens! When I look at this assembly here to-night, and when I cast 
back my wie some forty or fifty years when I was a boy as so:ne of you 
were boys, and perhaps like me received the first rudiments of your education in 
the general Jews’ Free Schoal ; when I look back at that time and think what | 
forty years have wrought, I am constrained to be thankful and to take courage. 
At that time there was scarcely a boy who was old enough to sell aa orange or a | 
pencil in the street that ever was sent to school ; and when I think that at the 
present time there is not an adult here who has not at his command the stepping- 
stones to all improvement, the common branches of education, reading and 
writing, and when I think what you have done—more than all the grandees of 
your people would have done—by cultivativg that education to raise the Jewish 
people, | stand awed at the contrast which presents itself—a contrast brought 
about entirely by the means of education. (Loud cheers). Now then I waat you 
to help to carry out this education further; and Ict me tell you thig education 
consists of something more than reading or writing. We wish ourbrethren abroad 
to understand this: that if they want to be considered citizens. of the country 
in which they live, they must do like we do ; they must identify themselves with 
the interests and advantages of that country. They may be as strict in the observ- 
ance of the precepts of their religion as they like. but in this country a man finds 
that hecan bea Jew and dress like an Englishman, speak English like an 
Englishman ; he can be a Jew and yet be ready to stand up whenever his arm is 
called for and defend the liberiics of his country, aye, and if necessary, to bleach 
lis bones in common with his non-Jewish subjects in defeace of their altars and 
hearths! (Cheers). Well we want them to understand this—and you may: 
be certain that when they do understand it, when they cease by their peculiarities to 
be pointed out as, by their dress—“ ‘Phere’s a Jew "—or by the mongrel dialect which 
they speak—* That’s a Jew "—the persecution and the oppression will disappear. 
About a hundred years ago there was scarcely a Jew in Germany that knew how 
to read or write German. The very Christianity of Germany becaine an 
abomination to them, becanse they, the persecuted, considered it as the religion 
of their persecutors. ' Well in all our history it turns out that God in the midst 
of our darkness always sends some one to kindle the light in the proper time ; 
and that great man who kindled the light in Germany was Moses Mendelesoln. 


at that time was the ignorance of the Jews, that-when he tuok the first step to 
translate the Bible into German,.he found he was obliged to use the Hebrew 
letters instead of the German, See, then, what persecution will bring men to, 
and see also how persecution can be overcome by education. Let it be your 
privilege, then, to support such an object as that we have iv view to the best of 
your means. In the middle ages, if ten poor men met and formed a Winyan., 
their first obligation was to establish a “ Society for the 
Relief of Captives’’—captives sold to the Algerines. We want you to 
contribute to our Society for the Relief of Captives. We do not want you to 
subscribe your pence only. I should even like to:see some of you on the Council. 
But let every man among you who thinks he has some inflnence, act as a 
canvasser, Do all you can and you will show that you have not been behind 
the rest of our race it the love you will have shown for the common brotherhood — 
of Israel. (Prolonged cheering.) 

Dr. Bentsen in seconding the resolution said’: The last speaker has told you 
that I have taken an interest in the institution. Let me tell you why T atm 
endeared to this institution, or rather why it has become entwined round omy 
heart. In former years when wars were carried on more cruelly than at present, 
the defeated were carried off as slaves by the victors. Need. I tell you what. the 
lot of a slave is? Our brethren were made slaves, andas a consequence whole 
congregations disappeared from the face of the earth. What did our more fortu- 
nate ancestors do under the circumstances? Did they stand idly by, and say that 
the unfortunate position of their brethren did not affect them? No. The intlu- 
ential ainong them appealed to their coreligionists, they made collections, and 
established the DN3IwA WIHMIAN, Society for the Liberation of the Captives, Phe 
influential among them travelled and negociated to obtain the liberation of the 
captives. Many accounts of these exertions are still extant, and would form an 
interesting volume if collected together, I-can tell you that in the year 1452, 
the Spanish congregations, for at that time the Jews in Spain were very powerful, 
joined and formed an association to bring relief to their distressed brethren. Now, 
God be thanked, those cruel times are gone by. The mstitution to which I have 
referred was an ofispring ofthe time, the necessity for which has ceased. But 
the evil still remains ; oppression still exists. But it has been systematized, and 
in addition to oppression persecutions have sprung up. You. have heard of our 
field of activity, which I ain serry to say is large, and is still growing larger.

JEWS AND THE INDUSTRIAL ARTS, 


Iw a lecture recently delivered by Mr. Hooper at the Working Men’s | 
Club and Institute, that gentleman referred to the careers of distinguished 
inventors, and offered the history of their lives as examples to be followed. | 
Referring to this address, a correspondent writes that it is singular how few 
Jews have been inventors, and that Jews in no country have applied to any 
appreciable extent their mathematical genius and intellectual powers to prac- 
tical invention. ‘We think there is a slight inaccuracy in the statement, In 
remote days, and under different circumstances, we believe the Jews were 


inventors ; we have even heard, we think, that the invention of that useful] 
article, spectacles, is traceable to a Jewish souree—the word mypyy which we 
translate phylacteries or frontlets, being in effect spectacles. Be this as it 
may, it is certain that in later days a large number of Jewish names appear 
on the list of “ Inventions.” The inventive powers of Jews were checked. or 
the generation of those powers was precluded, by the peculiar circumstances of 


their social condition before the dawn of the present days’ enlightenment, _ 


Their efforts were in certain countries forced into channels in which the intel- 
lectual powers had small chance of development. Yet in Poland the mecha 


arts were atone time almost entirely in their hands, and it is so to the 
present day in Roumania, But the expression “ Invention” and the charac. 
teristic of an Inventor are apparently so often misunderstoo 


d that it may be 
as well to mention that what is called Invention is often a result not of sini. 


nica] 


tion, but of patient and industrious consideration directed in to one channel : 


that invention is really an improvement or series of improvements of given 
machinery or processes in the useful arts, so that every so-called invention 
is but the result of aseries of stages towards a product itself not by its 
nature perfect. Persons glibly talk of James Warr inventing the steam 
engine, though he no more invented it than he invented steam; or of some 
one inventing the telegraph which he invented no more than he invented the 
electro-magnetism by which it is worked, So also is there a notion that an 
nventor is usually some ignorant working man robbed of his discovery by a 
grinding capitalist—an amusing delusion to those really in the secret of the 
history of inventions. It is a fact that of late years our brethren, with their 
extended opportunities and in their freer life, have become inventors, and haye 
given substantial proofs of this fact by obtaining Letters Patent, 
On the other hand it must be remembered that the want of 
tendency to invention heretofore noticeable in the Jews is by no 
means confined to the Jewish race. It is not given to every race or every 
clime to be inventive. But we confess we would willingly see the intellectual 
powers of our brethren applied more largely and in a more varied manner to 
industrial pursuits. This has long been the burden of our strain. The masses 
of our brethren of the working classes in this country when they apoly their 
attention to manufactures, in the special sense of the word, have usually 
restricted their efforts to the manufacture of one single article of trade 
cigars : a branch of industry neither lucrative nor expedient. This cigar 
making trade has been fearfully overstocked and it offers little scope for the 
exercise of ingenuity or for the inventive faculty. We note that of late years 
our brethren have spread over the manufacturing districts of the country—and 
specially manufacturing towns such as Hartlepool, Middlesbro’, Hanley, Bel- 
fast, Coventry, now contain Jewish congregations. If efforts could be made 
to lead the Jews into manufacturing employment the advantage would be 
great. There is great scope for such employment, and surely it offers induce- 
ments both pecuniarily and intrinsically, which the monotonous occupation of 
cigar making and the unsentimental occupations of glazing and slop-tailoring 
or “ clobbering’”’ do not present. To effect such objects our schools, or at least, 
those that manage them, must co-operate. We learn with pleasure that in som, 
of our Jewish girls’ schools cooking is taught, But the boys’ schools must go 
hand in hand with the girls’ schools, so that the children may be led to learn 
something that will help them to provide materials on which their sisters or 
future wives may exercise the culinary art. The tone of education in boys’ schools 
is not sufficiently practical, This is true not only of Jewish schools but of general 
schcols. Unfortunately the Government system of education does not foster 
practical instruction, as any one may satisfy himself by a glance at the curri- 
culum of a so-called Government School. On this point, the opinions ex” 
pressed last week by a lecturer to Working Men and their Families at the 
Infant School received a few days afterwards a strong confirmation from the 
lips of the Marquis of Saissury, speaking at Manchester. It is essentially 
important that in days so eminently practical, education should be eminently 
practical.. Efforts should ‘certainly be made among our people to turn 
the minds of our young to industrial pursuits, so that they may avail 
themselves with advantaye of the great industrial ‘resources, opportunities 
and development of their native country, and free themselves from the 
reproach of having contributed so little by their ‘ inventions ” to those 
resources, opportanities and developments of which all Englishmen are so 
justly proud and by which they are so signally benefited, 


JEWISH WORKING MEN AND JEWISH WORKING BOYS.

Working Men is likely to prove a success. The adaptability of Englishmen 
of all classes for governing themselves and for administering their own insti 
tutions has been manifested in this instance as in others. It is not well that 
persons in this country should be ‘oo much patronized, Self Reliance is) 
under Providence, an almost certain road to success, | 

Yet we feel it our duty to warn our brethren of the working classes 
against whatis called Self Culture. The Birkbeck Institution founded under 
the name of the Mechanics Institute by Broveanam, Birxkseck, Hopaskin 
and Ciinton Ronertsoy, the celebrated editor of the “ Mechanics Magazine ” 
and one of the compilers of the “ Perey Anecdotes,” was the earliest of 
English Institutes of the character and wai for a great number of years 
a signal success. This is much to say foranexperiment. Though for a time 
it languished it has brilliantly revived. Now in this institution self-culture 
was not relied on—if by self-culture be meant the evolving of knowiedge out 
ef one’s inner consciousness, one’s restricted experiences and comparatively 
uncultivated mind. No amount of culture, not even that of the last patented 


steam plough, has effect on an absolutely fallow soil. A fortiori no soil can eul- 


tivate itself. Knowledge must be acquired from without, from external 
influences. In the great chain of human dependence, the many must be taught 
by the few, those who would learn must acquire knowledge from those who 
have learnt. In other words—in education as inother matters—in the educa- 


| tion of the adult as in that of the young—the Present must depend on the 
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age of eighteen. We presume that this decision was one of the causes that led

We hope that they will 
supplement this arrangement by forming classes for certain subjects, usefa! 
to their position and adapted to their careers. And this may_seem a matte? 
of detail, yet it is on deliberate consideration that we advise them—if they 
really mean to derive permanent intellectual profit from the debates at theit 
Institute—to abandon the abnormal and unusual method of combining in one 
and the same person the opener of a discussion and the chairman, who is to 
preside at it, and to act as its Moderator. And now we approach a serious 
subject connected with the movement for establishing the Working Men’s 
Institute, but not immediately interesting it—a subject which, however, 
interests substantially and materially the welfare and the future of the entire 
Jewish community. Nay, we may go so far as to say that the subject with 
which we are about to deal is one which affects the honour of the Jewish 
name. It was not without some regret that we observed that. the founders 
and managers of the Institute decided, on what we believe to be insufficient 
grounds, to exclude from the privileges of their corporation youths below the

There are some exceptions, as we are happy to know. Yet, as a rule, 
the employer simply regards the question as one between so much work and 


earn his living, and he pays the boy to help him ,to do [so, giving him quid 
pro quo for labour rendered to that end, But when does a lad need care so 
much as at the time of his passage from boyhood to manhood—from the 
innocence of his childhood’s. life to the serious influences of his life-in the 


is then that the cloud no bigger than a man’s hand either threatens to spreag 
into the dark nimbus, flashing fire and dealing destruction, or is trans- 
formed under sunny influences into the soft vapour that chastens but does 
not dim the summer sky. | 

We confess we feel very much for these lads, We think 
very much of these lads. Is there any man amongst us who has 
reached the meridian of life—-be he a father of boys or a care-taker of boys it 
matters not—but has known this difficulty and felt this danger? If such | 


difficulty and danger exist in the happy homes of the educated, the cultured | 


and the competent, under influences of wealth, refinement and ease; how 
much more serious must be the difficulty, how much/greater the danger, in 
those homes in which the necessity for hard work and the conditions of a less 
easy existence have increased the perils of the child and diminished the bene- 
ficial opportunities of the parent. Among the lads of our working classes, a 
great danger exists. Evil companionship, idle, uncontrolled or even 
unamused hours, the absence of reasonable control or the presence of quite 
unreasonable control, are impediments in their way, foes with which they have 
to combat. We know that some vices are engendered already among them. 
Among these gambling for instance. Gambling leads to crime. Irreligion 


is induced because intelligent and pleasing religion is not inculcated. The 
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it be remembered as an axiom, that it is very difficult to teach, train and 
modify the minds and hearts of men, but it is comparatively easy to teach, 


train or modify the plastic minds and hearts of youths. 


Those who trouble themselves as to the future of our community wil 
understand us when we say that we look with serious apprehension on the 
unguarded and ungnided position of the lads of our working classes -in the 


difficult ages of 13 or 14 to 18. This is our postulate. 


Now comes our 
enunciation. 


We desire to establish quite apart from the Institute for 
Jewish Working Men, a proper Institute for the youths of our working 
classes where, without cant or absurd restraint, they shall be engaged, amused, 
interested and iustructed, and even taught Low to govern their institution, 
and—themselves ; and thence how to govern others for good purposes and 
wise ends, 

For this object we appeal to every father, to every mother in Israel — 
regardless of station, or social condition or circumstance. We appeal to parents 
who have been blessed with boys of their own. We appeal to men and 
women who, themselves unblessed with sons, yet care for the children of 
others. 

It has been our fortunate lot that we have never appealed quite in vain 
for any good cause, Strong in the consciousness of our convictions, we leave 
the cause in the hands of our community. 


THE JEWS OF AUSTRALIA. 


AccoRDING to an old anecdote a husband and wife who used to live in perfect 
harmony, and had so lived for many years, suddenly quarrelled and continued 
to quarrel day by day and night by night in the sole chamber which they 
occupied. This seemed inexplicable to them until it was diseovered that the 
husband, who was a chemist and druggist, had left a packet of hemlock in 
the room. Hemlock is a poisonous drug by which Socrates saffered, and 
seems to have a peculiar influence on the atmosphere and is irritating to the 
sensibilities of human creatures. No sooner did the husband discover this 
than the hemlock was removed and perfect harmony once more reigned in the 
connubial chamber. It appears to us that there must be some hemlock in 
the Australian atmosphere, forjwe learn from excellent authority —the well 
written and well conducted journal, the Australian Israelite—that several 
congregations, under the sky in which the Southern Cross reigns, are ina state 
of variance or discord—every man’s hand being against his brother, The East 
Melbourne Congregation, over which the Rev. Mr. Rinte. presided, is in a 
state of confusion; a quarrel has arisen at Ballarat between the minister, 
Mr. [. Stone and his congregation; and “ the affairs of the Macquarie-street 
Synagogue (the ‘little shwle’ of Sydney) seem to be in an unpleasant plight.” 
Surely our bréthren in the far South should undérstand that the great 
principle of Judaism is brotherly love. The Jews, who are the living embodi - 
ment of the Messiah of Revelation, taught the world the divine precept of 
human fraternity and brotherly concord.. Howdreadful it is that mere personal 
quarrels should interfere with the prospects and prosperity of the community. 
They ought to know that those who perpetuate personal disagreements do a 
communal mischief. | 
We urge our Australian brethren to promote personal concord amongst 
themselves and not to permit personal considerations to interfere with communa 


—if it has not been already elevated as we believe —to a position equal to that 
of India or Canada in relation to the British Crown; and then it will be for the 
Jews to show that here, as elsewhere, they are, and have ever been, amongst 
the worthiest of Her Masesty’s subjects in the. state. But they cannot be 
worthy subjects of the Crown or worthy members of the great Jewish com- 
munity unless they are united in their own community by that principle 
which the inspired exponents of their faith were the first to promulgate. 

We make these remarks in a good spirit, and in the hope of promoting 


Britain; in the hope of inducing them to sink trifling differences, persona] 
quarrels, personal proclivities, and to encourage them to establish their com- 
munity on a basis whereon will be erected an edifice calculated to do honour 
to the community to which they belong and in which they may render due

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MODERN PHARISEEISM AND SADDUCEEISM, 


Me. Eprror.—Facts are so stubborn and obvious that no writer can be amen- 
able to the imputation of grandiloquence in the statement that our community is 
about to face some of the most important changes vitally affecting the inner life 
of English Judaism. 

That no change ean modify the principles of our religion is a truism that 
must be admitted by all who comprehend the life-springs of our faith. Principles 
are immutable : and so few, simple, cogent and potential are the elementary 
truths around which Judaism radiates, that it is inconceivable how whiat are 
termed new truths can be incorporated, or, eternal truths admit of modification. 
Thus is it with the revealed truths of our faith, and thus has it been since the 
legislation of Sinai, and thus will it be till, in God’s own time, all men shall 
worship our common Father with one accord, This reasoning holds good astlong 
as God-made religion is the foundation and scope of our argument ; and in this 
all Jews must agree. But subsidiary to the grand principles of religion there 
must arise in every age and in every phase.and condition of society new sanctions 
and adaptations corelated to the new growths and wants which spring up. Vain 
is the attempt to bid time to stand still or to arrest progress bv admonishing its 
flux to respect the puny institutional bulwarks of man-made religion. 


Our fathers, through one of the greatest representative minds of the past, 
Hillel, felt and taught this. They refused to permit Judaism to be fossilized. 
They rejected the doctrine that religious institutions are immutable. Not to 
advance is to retrograde. This was their motto. And Phariseeism in adopting 
Judaism to its new wants by a series of siibstitutions and modifications, made 
Judaism uot only possible but consonant to the new birth of circumstances and 
the altered condition of the nation. Humanly speaking, but for Phariseeism 
Judaism must have become obsolete. Great was the cry when Hillel tanght 


qn wen “ID Mwy ny “that the law must be modified even for its own | 


preservation.” 

New sanctions traceable to the spirit,if not to the letter of the law, were 
incorporated. The polity of Judaism was reorganized. <A ritual of prayer, sufli- 
ciently elastic to admit of extensions and modifications, was substituted for the 
then waning sacrificial enactments and the world saw for the first time how far a 
religion could change and divest itself of its institutions and yet gain instead of 
losing by the exchange. In this Judaism stands alone in tho history of all other 
religious developments. The olden religions, mainly institutional, crumbled into 
dust and fell amidst the ruins of the institutions which upheld them. Judaisin 
alone survives in its spiritual integrity: because its institutions are and ever were 
the mere channels through which its living waters permeate. When the Romans 
wrapped the Rabbi in the Scroll of the Law and cast both into the flames, and the 
wailing disciples seeing the serenity of their teacher and his eye tixed as it were 
on an ecstatic vision, asked him, “ Oh-! Teacher, what seest thou 7” “I see,” said 
he, “ the Scroll burning in the flame but the spirit of the letters has taken wing, 
and has flown away—that is imperishable.” This utteranee of the martyr is 
typical of Judaism! The spirit of our religion is superior toall institutions which 
must be, ex necessitate, approximate to the political, moral and mental status of 

its adherents, 

Judaism, from the first moment it entered upon its new phase, met with 
powerful opponents. Two great parties, each doubtless moved by the noblest 
patriotism and the most pious intuitions, confronted it. , ea 

The first, the Sadducean purists, the worshippers of the letter, who refused 
to modify or change the literality of the text or to read between the lines. What 
the text taught they adhered to. What the text did not teach they rejected. 
They strenuously deprecated “the new fangled spiritualists,” they took their 
stand on the “wisdoms and customs of their fathers.” Worshippers of the 
letter, they, even if the history of religious dissension can be wholly trusted 
, refused to recognise thie most solemn sanctions of religion which are suggeste | 
by the craving of the humai soul, its own immortality, because they determined 
the comparative silence of Scripture to imply nihilism. 

To his enemy of Phariseeism, the positivist—another under the guise of 
hypersanctity—soon arose that threatened to change the whole character of 
Judaism, viz., the Essene. Judaism theoretically the most spiritual of all reli- 
gions, bringing man, as such, nearer to the great source of his being without 
intermediaries and intercessaries is eminently a practical religion. Its broad and 
enlarged view of duty are brought to bear on the great purpose of life here below. 
It eschews gnosticism and sets its face against any segregation of man from 
mankind. It tolerates no asceticism and sees in revelation a code given to men 
and not to angels. It neither believes in nor tolerates monasticism, celibacy nor 
profitless piety. What other religious systems attempt to disguise or hide, 
Judaism publishes. The mortal sins as well as the splendid virtues of its types 
find alike their record in the sacred page of Bible, Talmud and Midrash. ‘The 
way to heaven is prescribed by the God of Heaven and Earth. Man cannot be 
wiser than his Maker. What the poet conceives, Judaism pourtrays in its salient 


features—

Our religious system is the golden mean. of duty. Essenism. would have dis- 
 torted Judaism into a hot bed of transcendentalism. At first the nation was 
entranced by this enthusiastic outgrowth. But toosoon it saw that the spiritual 
wings ia such aerial excursions melt in the rays of the sun of Judaism. And 
the Essenes, with other gnostics still more advanced, fell away from the 
religion altogether and were lost—for ever lost to the faith of our fathers. 


...... 4s Judaism came into contact with newer forms of religious worship, the 
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same spirit of Phariseeism developed itself in absorbing all that was good, politic 
and useful and made it, for the time, the place and the circumstance available 
to Judaism. 


Persian and Greek metaphysics, Roman institutes and science of administra* 
tion were alike embodied in Judaic garb, and the whole poetry of “ Araby thio 
Best ” was laid under contribution to enrich by its rhythm and metre the popular 
anthology of the generation. Again and again the wisest and the best pointed 
out that while Judaism in some things may wisely borrow, in other domaine it 
should lend to all and borrow from none, especially in the measured language 
ard sober tone of prayer. The charm of prayer should be its perfect and child 
like simplicity. Metaphysics in prayer rob it of its holiness and its efficacy. Let 
us not think, however, that the wise men of the past who admitted the word jingle 
and abracadabra of the Arabic, Italian, Provencal and Franco-German poetasters, 
were unacquainted with the admonitions of the Talmud and expostulations of 
such men as Maimonides and Aben Ezra, I venture to see in the action of such 
men as Rabbi Joseph, 7ob, Elem., a degree of wisdom that cannot be overesti- 
mated. The age required and demanded that the habits of the people should be 
considered and when the whole atmosphere of Europe was surcharged with reli. 
gious shows and religious ecstacies, it was a wise safeguard to admit the least 
objectionable, and so divert the popular mind from worse evils by giving it a 
psalmody based on the surroundings of the time. This choice of evile was forsed 
upon the leaders and by a wise eclecticism they staved off as many of the grosser 
phantasies and superstitions as in their day was possible. It was but a repetition 
of Hillel’s dictum. 

Times have changed and so have parties. The Pharisees have taken the 
place of the Sadducees. The Pharisees of the present day, forgetful that the 


whole Talmud is a protest against the crystalization of religiousdogma and instity- 


tions, force themselves into a belief that ertra talmudicam nulla salus. That. great 
and noble book, that monument of progress, the Talmud is now regarded by them as 
the Sadducees of yore regarded the Holy Scripture as—the swmmum bonum or rather 
the padlock of revelation. The world of progress must be arrested and measured 

by every utterance of the Talmud. With the closing of this book, they, the modern 
Pharisees, assert in theory and unfortunately in practice too, that the human 

wind has lost its power and must resign its functions, and they too strain every 

theory and trammel any argument to charm and bend the living habits of the 
19th to the dead habits of the 5th and 6th centuries. 


Phariseeism has indeed changed places; and if we blindly trust ourselves 
to this enslaving system, we shall be rendering the observance of Judaic rites 
impossible to our children. 


Men who will not feel that Judaism has a present and a future as well asa 
past, may pelican-like, bary their heads in the sands of the past with all its aceu- 
mulations, and wilfully shut their eyes to the: want of heart and soul that char- 
acterizes modern Judaic observances, but they must not think that by a negation of 
facts, to improve them ; and whether such men will or no, the world moves on, and 
with it institutions must change or be crushed by the wheels of time. | propose 
in this spirit to deal with the questions that have cropped up in our midst, | 
have no purpose to serve but that which is sacred to every Jew—the solidarity of 
our institutions. It appears to me that there,is in the discussions of many of the

I deui with principles and not with 
men, I venture to use the solemn words of Max Miiller addressed to his 
readers in hie preface to Jig Veda Sanhita, .“ Let every thing be weighed in 
the just scales of argument. Those who argue for victory and not for trath, 
can have no heating in our court.” There is too much serious work to be done 
to allow time for wrangling or abuse. Any dictionary will supply strong words 
to those who condescend: to such warfare, but strong arguments require honest 
labour, sound judgment, and above all a genuine love of truth.—Yours

PSALM. Ii. 


BY DR. A. BENISCH, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—In submitting to you the accompanying version and translation of 
Psalm ii., I do not wish to derogate from the merits of the explanation thereof 
emanating from Mr. Guedalla lately published in your columns. On the contrary. 
[ approve of it ; and as you will see I have availed myself of some of its contents. 
But as he has directed his attention chiefly to the passages termed Messianic, he 
has left room for those who wish to comment on the other portions. This task 
you will see I have endeavoured to perform.—Yonrs obediently, 


A, BENISCH, 
PSALM 


This Psa!m is claimed by the Church as her own, and it is rather for the 
commentator than the translator to deal with the difficulties which it presents. 
The attentive student will soon perceive that the Psalm consists of several 
parts, each of which, although closely connected both with its predecessor and 
successor, yet has characteristics of its own. 


In fact, the Psalm is composed 
of the following parts : 


1. Of an introduction, consisting of a number of questions which the sacred 
writer puts to himself, and which embrace the first three verses. 

IT. Of an answer supplied by himself, beginning with verse four and ending 
with verse ‘five. 

III. In this part, consisting of verse six, the Lord is introduced as announc- 
ing the appointment by Himself of the king conspired against. 

IV. In this part, extending from verse seven to nine (inclusive), the heaven’ 
elected king is represented as giving himself an account of his appointment. 
Here, properly so, the dramatic portions of the Psalm ends, and with it also 
subsides the high poetical fervour which marks the preceding sections. 

V. This, the concluding part, sinks down almost into prose. In it the 
Psalmist derives a lesson from what precedes with which he secks to impress 
those previously addresséd by the Lord. Indeed, it almost appears that all the 
preceding portions, bold as they are in their conception and executed as they are 
with great skill and poetical ardour, only serve as it were as a scaffolding for 
raising up the structure constituted by the conclusion being the moral to which the 
preceding parts point. | 


This Psalm, like Psalm xxi. cx. and several others, seems to be the produc- 


tions of some court poet or prophet (it must he borne in mind that the twocallings 


were often identical), who speaks in the name of the heaven-appointed king. 
He, moreover, must have lived after David, but inspired himself with a theme 
which he borrowed from one of the numerous striking incidents which marked 
the career of this much tried and heroic prince. That David was not the 
author of this Psalm may be inferred from verse six, in which the Lord is intro- 
duced as declaring that He had anointed (not “set up” as inthe Authorised Version) 
His king on Zion, when in reality David was anointed at Hebron (IT. Sam. ii. 4, 
v. 3) Zion having much later become the royal residence (Ibid. 7, 9). 

[tis conecivable that a poet who lived some time after David, and t whose 
mind at the moment was not present the name of the place in which David was 
anointed should: designate Zion as the place which in his days was really the 
spot on which this rite was performed whenever a new king of .Jndah ascended 
the throne. But it is inconceivable that David himself should have forgotten 
the name of the city in which he was twice anointed and should even have intro- 
duced the Deity as sharing the same forgetfulness. 


After these general remarks we proceed to the consideration of each part in 
detail. 


The poet being fired by the contemplation of one of those critical periods 
during the warlike career of David, when a powerful confederation was formed 
by neighbouring princes, whom his valour had subdued and who now combined 
for the purpose of overthrowing his power, breaks out into the interrogation, 

Translation.—V. 1.—-‘ For what purpose do nations rage. and tribes utter a 
vain thing ?” | 

Interpretation,—F or what purpose (19>).—This particle refers to each of the 
three following hemistychs, viz. : ‘and what for do the people utter, &c. “ What 
fordo kings of the earth set themselves,” &c.,and “ what for dorulers take counsel,” 
&c, The omission of particles of this kind after appearing once is frequent in 
Hebrew poetry. Hence our rendering, The poet does not ask what the reason 
for this conspiracy is. For he knows this well enough, and moreover puts it 
distinctly into the mouths of the confederate princes whom he makes to say 
(v. 3), “ Lét us burst their bonds,” &c. What he asks is: “ What is the use of 
this conspiracy ? It must lead to nothing since it is the will of the Lord that 
these kings should be subject to His anointed.” This is implied by the use of 
the particle 71> (as much as 1199) which generally is employed when the querist 
wishes to know the object of any action, and not py1 (a contraction of yy" m1)

‘ANOTHER CASE FOR THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES AND THE .

Knowing that statements made by the Jewish press of this country do not 
always receive the attention they deserve from the public bodies in our com- 
munities that assume public responsibilities, we place a case recorded in a general 
weekly journal, the Sunday Times, before our readers : | 


In the course of a case which was tried before the Recorder on Monday last, 
it was elicited that a man named Jacobs, who had been imprisoned on a warrant 
from Sir R. Carden in Holloway Gaol, was, while undergoing his sentence of 
incarceration, subjected to an additional punishment for the offenve of having 
stared about him in church. Furthermore, it appeared that the person so 
offending was a Jew and a foreigner. It is to be hoped that this matter will be 
vigorously inquired into. Wanton and fantastic punishments do more Injury 
than good to the cause of public justice. If a man who has the triple misfortune 
of ‘being a Jew, a foreigner and a captive, is to be visited with pains and 

enalties for so innocent a preceeding as staring around him when he finds 
himself in a scene to him so nevel as a Christian place of worship in England, 
one really knows not where the caprice and the cruelty of punishment are to end. 
Anyhow, what is sauce for the goose should be equally a condiment for the 
gander ; and if Jews finding themselves not in a synagogue but in a church are 
to be punished for staring, surely it is but just that similar treatment should be

‘awarded to Christians who offend similarly without the like excuse of curiosity.

We regret te state that Dr. Covo, Chief Rabbi of Salonica, died at the end 
of December. His funeral was attended by many officials of the Turkish 
Government. The Levant Herald says :— las 

_ “The governor-general of Macedonia sent bis staff and an official of dis. 
tinction to represent him at the ceremony, and the consuls, the Greek and the 
Protestant clergy, and the leading inhabitants of Salonica joinod in the celebra- 
tion of the obsequies. The streets through which the procession passed were 
lined by the fire brigades of the Sun Fire Office and North British and the 
Mercantile Insurance Company. Rabbi Samnel Ben Joseph pronounced the 
funeral oration in the Great Synagogue, He inade an impassioned address. After 
service the procession wended its way through the town tothe Beth Hachaim, or 
Rouse of the Living, outside the gate. On passing the Metropolitan Church, 
the cortegé was joined by a deputation of Greek Clergy, and the church bells 
tolled a requiem. Some 250 boys from the Schools of the Universal Hebrew 
Alliance, and fifty-others from the Italian School, headed the procession, chaat- 
ing a dirge. A more impressive and solemnising spectacle than was afforded 
by this sad ceremony could hardly be imagined,” 


_ Beriwx.—The only event of significance that has happened recently in Berlin is 
the election of Dr. Strassmann, a Jewish physician, as President of the representa- 
tives or Municipal Council of this city. It is the first time that this highly 


important post has been given to a Jew.—A weekly concert in Berlin
